A fire which broke out In

Gazette staff working next 
door first detected an odor 
of smoke about 9:30 and after 
a hurried check of their 
premises, Danny Bonko went 
outside, Smoke could be seen 
through the BCB windows 
and he dashed back in to 
phone, Gazette phones were 
dead so he ran to Perron’s 
store and phoned the fire 
department and also Chris 
Baart of BCR, Call was re- 
celved at the fire hall at 
9:35 and in about three min- 
utes the fire truck arrived 
and volunteer firemen were 
running to the scene from all 
directions, 

The doors were forced 
open, hoses run inside and 
also through the corridor 
dividing the bu'lding from 
the upholstery shop, In ten 
minutes the fire was under 
control and firemen remain- 
ed on scene for about 
an hour, 

The fire apparently start- 


the 


ed on the rear side of a 
partition dividing the front 
Section from the back which 
held shelves stocking tele- 
Vision and radio tubes and 
highly inflamable accetate 
glue for model aircraft 
Flames destroyed about half 
of the partition and the actual 
fire was confined to this 
small area in the back shop, 
The intense heat generated 
did the damage to the stock 
wf radios, records and re- 
cord players, television sets 
repair parts and supplies,
